The Question of Selecting a Regent One of 
Germanys Serious Problems — - 
marck to Further Feel the Displeasure 
ot the Kaiser—Weering of White Oaps 
Forbidden in Prague. 


Loxpor, Aug. 29.—One of the most serious 
problems in Germany, accordigg toa Bertin 
dispatch, is the condition of the Grand Duke 
Necklenburg-Schwerin, This prince, l- 
though but 80 years of age is little more than 
an animated corpse. His lower limbs are 
peralyzed, and the upper part of his body is 
eisoim some degree affected. He has been 
often thought to be dying, but he lives on, 
enduring great pain, and utterly useless as a 
ruler over one of the most important princi- 
palities in Germany. He is the proudest of 
German sovereigns, claiming a descent that 
makes the _ Hohengollerns parvenus 
by comparison, and calls himeelf 
prince of the Wends. Being married toa 
princess of Russia he has always been more 
Russian than German in his sympathies. It 
te pow seriously proposed to appoint a regent 
ofthe Grand Dukedom, but no one has dared 
to suggest the matter to the Grand Duke. His 
econ and heiris but 9 years old. The Duke’s 
brother, Paul Frederick, has been spoken of 
esregent, but is said to be objectionable to 
the Czar, who, on the ground of relationship, 
is taking great interest inthe matter. Much 
anxiety prevallsin Mecklenburg, and great 
interest is felt throughout Germany, as both 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin and Mecklenburg- 
Sterlitz are extremely particular in their re- 
lations to the feaeral government. 

It is said at Berlin that the order Pour Le 
Merite, made vacant by the deathof Gen. 
Von Moltke, was intended by a majority of 
the surviving members to be conferred on 
Prince Bismarck; but the Kaiser, who has a 
right to veto any selection made, although not 
a right of appointment, gave it to be under- 
stood that he would exercise the veto if Bis- 
marck’s name were presented to him. There- 
upon, as previously cabled, Gen. Von Vevay, 
the German ex Minister of War, was selected 
and the nomination approved by the Kaiser. 
It is the only Prussian order which Bismarck 
does not possess, and its bestowal would 
have been highly gratifyingtohim. The fact 
nat a man versed only in military science 
was named for the coveted distinction is said 
to de due tothe Kaiser's desire to foster a spirit 
of emulation among his commanding officers, 
and bas caused no little ill-feeling in art and 
literary circles m Berlin.

the interest of the Vandelbilts. Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co. are the financial agents of the 
Vanderbilts and are also in control of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee 4 St. Paul. This indicates 
that a close alliance between the Union ra- 


Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Ratlroads is 
contemplated. The Vanderbiits have long 
been anxious to secure a foothold west of the 
Missouri River and gainan independent out- 
let for their system of roads to the Pacific. It 
is not likely that they will be content with 
the Union Pacific, but that they mean to ac- 
quire other important railway systems west 
of the Rocky Mountains. A contest is said to 
be now in progress between the Vanderbilts, 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy and the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe for the posses- 
sion of the Denver & Rio Grande road, with 
the prospect that the Vanderbilts will carry 
off the plum. 

The resignation of President Moffatt ind!i- 
cates that the Rio Grande is aboutto change 
hands. Mr. Copell, the Managing Director of 
the company, is understood to De on intimate 
terms with the Vanderbiits and Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co., and will do ali in bis power to 
assist those parties in gaining control of the 
road. It the Vanderbilis succeed in getting 
the Rio Grande, it is believed their next 
move will be to secure control of the South- 
ern Pacific and there are no serious obstacles 
in the way of their getting it. With this road 
in their control the Vanderbiits will be mas 
ters of the situation and will be able to dic- 
tate terms to all other lines so far as through 
traffic between the Atlantic and Pacific its 
concerned.

ENDS THE WAR 


The News of Balmaceda’s Crushing 
Defeat Confirmed. 


Valparaiso’s Fall Virtually Closes 
Chili's Struggle. 


COMPLETE ROUT OF THE GOVERNMENT 
FORCES. 


The Remnants of the President’s Army 
Fleeing to Santiago—Its Leader Must 
Quit the Country or Be Made a Pris- 
oner— The Future of the Republic 
Under the Rule of the Congressional 
Party—How the Battle Was Lost and 
Won. 


The news of the fall of Valparaiso and the 
crushing defeat of Balmaceda, published in 
the Post-DisPaTcu extra of yesterday, is fully 
confirmed by to-day’s advices from Chill. 
Owing to the interruption of telegraphic 
communication from Santiago, the Capital 
city, itis difficult to obtain the true situation 
there, It is probable that President Balma 
ceda is now in that city, and with the force 
in garriscn there, may prolong the final 
overthrow of his Government. Valparaiso 
has, however, been regarded as the key to 
the fituation, and its fall will virtually end 


the war and make the Congressional party 
masters of the country. 


New York, Aug. 29.—The news of the fall 
of Valparaiso and Balmaceda’s flight from 
the city with his disorganized army was re- 
ceived with great satisfaction by the friends 
of the Constitutional party here. Mr. Richard

The only way to 
re-establish constitutionality was by @ revo- 
lution which he forced on the country.

WasnHiInoton, D. C., Aug. 2.-Up to noon 
to-day nothing in regard to yesterday’s 
battle at Valparaiso had been received at the 
headquarters of the Congressional party in 
this city. The envoys hardly expect any de- 
tails of the fight by telegraph to-day. The 
party leaders at Iquique, they say, have 
many important matters to attend to and 
no doubt think the mere announce- 
ment of the result will answer for the pres- 
ent.

NO NEED OF INTERVENTION. 


THE 


HOW THE RESULT OF THE CHILIAN STRUGGLE 
IS RECEIVED ABROAD. 

Loxpox, Aug. 29.—Official dispatches re- 
ceived in Berlinand Paris confirm the an- 
nouncement tbat the city of Valparaiso has 
been captured by the troops of the OCongres- 
sional party of Chili. The orderly manner in 
which the Congressional force have occupied 
the strategic points and the quiet prevailing 
throughout at Valparaiso has been so marked 
that the admirals in command of the for- 
eign fleets in Chilian waters have decided 
that there is no need for any intervention on 
the part ofthe assembled fleets to protect 
the foreign population of Valparaiso. 

The Globe this afternoon, commenting upon 
the capture of Valparaiso and the consequent 
downfall of Balmaceda, says that the Congres- 
sional victory gives the Espiegie affaira 
much more serious complexion, adding: 
Had Balmaceda won no diplomatic dispute 
would have followed, but England will now 
havetoexplain what appears to bea na- 
grant breach of neutrality. England is an- 
swerable for her agents, andif the Congres- 
sional party claims damages,asit certainly 
will, John Bull will nud himself with another 
Alabama imbroglio of far less excusable 
charactor on his hands. If the case is bad as 
it appears to be the soundest policy would be 
to frankly admit the blunder and come to 
some friendly arrangement about compensa- 
tion.

LESSONS IN WAR. 


WHAT AMERICANS ARE LEARNING FROM THE 
OPERATIONS IN CHILI. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 29.—All army and 
navy officers here are taking the keenest in- 
terest in this Chilian war, and every feature 
of it will de a subject of professional study 
by both services. 

It is the most valuable object lesson of the 
times in modern warfare. Five years ago 
the Ohilian Government commenced availing 
itself of the latest developments and designs 
in war material, including guns, ships, 
torpedoes and other modern war equip- 
ments. The work then commenced has pro- 
gressed to a point which places that country 
in possession ofthe most modern war ma- 
terials, and as they are all now in practical 
use, it will be the policy of our war and naval 


of the war from the beginning to the end. 
Thus far very little has come from the officers 
on boardthe Baltimore and San Francisco, 
but they have been instructed to make thor- 
ough reports on all the operations, giving the 
effect of the various weapons used and ev- 
erything that will be of value to our own ser- 
vice. This information when received will 
be published as the chief feature of the next 
naval intelligence report and circulated 
throughout the service for the benefit of our 
army and navy officers.

Treasury Scheme. 


oda A PLATFORM ADOPTED WITH THE 
LOAN PLANE OUT. 


The Old President Scored a Decided Vie- 
tory TeDay-How the Members 
Throughout the State Stand on the 
Question at Issue—Yesterday’s Excit- 
ing Debate on the Convention Floor. 


WARRENSBURG, Mo., Aug. 29.—The sub- 
treasury and land loan schémes were to-day 
rejected by the Missouri Alliance convention 
by a vote of 80 to 4 This is 
a victory for U. 8. Hall and his followers. 
The @emands adopted by the convention 
are the Ocala platform with the exception 
of the land loan and sub-treasury clauses, 
which were remanded to the gub-unions to 
decide upon. There is no doubt but that the 
State organization would have split if 
the convention had adopted 
Ocala demand in fall. The 
anti-sub-treasury following claim that 
three-fourths of the members of the Alliance 
in the State are against the sub-treasury and 
land loan plan. The sub-treasury men 
elected all State officers and delegates to the 
National Union, The convention will prob- 
ably adjourn to-night. Hall is evidently in- 
tending to lead the Alliance in Missouri. 
There is no question as to his conquest to- 


day. 
AN EXCITING DEBATE. 

The Hall faction received a series of knock - 
outs yesterday afternoon, the Leonard men 
voting them down on every proposition. 
The afternoon session opened shortly 
after 2,and by o' clock both the majority and 
minority reports were before the Convention. 
The majority report, signed by Hendrickson 
and the other seven sub-treasury committee - 
men, demanded everything contained in the 
Ocala platform. The minority report, pre- 
pared by Dick Dalton, a Democratic farmer 
from Ralls County and a candidate 
for Governor, was a strong paper 
in Opposition to the sub-treastry 
and third party schemes. Whenthe reports 
were presented, Sam Boyden, who declares 
that heiga‘‘fighter from fightersville’’ de- 
manded that the majority report be taken up 
first. He was ruled out of order by 
President Hall, who decided that Parliia- 
mentary rules would be respected ag 
long as he held the gavel. Boyden was mad 
and wanted to cick up a row in the hall, but 
he was finally induced to desist. The debate 
then started inearnest. Peake of Monroe, 
Foley of Pike, and Leeper of Wayne 
spoke in favor of the minor- 
ity report. They warned the 
sub-treasury menthatthe Alliance in Mis- 
souri would destroy its strength and useful- 
ness by adopting the Ocala demands. 

Teppen of Greene and Basken of Saline 
spoke for the majority report. 

During all this time the wildest excite- 
ment prevailed in the hall, the factions 
cheering their respective speakers, de- 
spite President Hall’s efforts to pre- 
serve order. The speakers gave vent 
to their feelings in such ringing terms 
that the reporters on the outside had no dif- 
ficulty in hearing everything that was said. 
While the excitement was at its height and 
before a vote was taken Sam Boyden moved 
for an adjournment and carried his motion. 

Before the discussion of the reports was 
taken upthe Hall men received one of the 
worst Knockouts of the Convention. It was 
on the election of five delegates to the 
National Alliance Convention which meets 
in November at Indianapolis. 

ELECTED THEIR TICKET. 

The caucus ticket of the sub-treasury and 
third party men was elected in its entirety, 
The delegates chosen are Leverett Leonard, 
the new President, Dr. Ewing of Johnson, 
George Williams of Polk, J. M. London of 
Macon and P. D. Kenyon of Macon. They 
are staunch third party and sub-treasury 
men and they will cast the vote of the Mis- 
sour! Alliance in favor of these movements. 
When the first delegate was chosen the oppo- 
sition put up W. J. Gates of St. Louis County, 
to get an idea ofthe actual strength of the 
two factions. The vote stood 78 to 61. Some- 
body nominated Hall, but he declined to stay 
in the race as his opponents 
were looking for a chance to 
give him another drubbing. After this none 
of the Hall delegates would allow their names 
to go before the convention. After the ad- 
journment last evening the Hall men icon- 
ceded defeat all around and said the Ocala 
platform would certainly be adopted to-day.

Louis, President; E. D’Achard, Secretary, 
and Edward Pierrot, Treasurer, with a 
strong board of directors, M. Octave Bur- 
eaux de Pusy of Paris, grand-nephew of the 
Marquis de Lafayette, will elected 
Honorary President of the Lafayette Club 
of St. Louis, and has already signified 
his willingness to do all in his wer to as- 
sist the movement in honor of his great un- 
cle.

Two Others Seriously and Perhaps Fatally 
Injured—Taking Out Bodies at the 
Scene of the Besten Bridge Disaster— 
Lost on the Gound-The Osasualty 
Record, | 


SPRINGFIELD; Mo., Aug. 29.—At 4:30 o’clock 
this morning a collision occurred between 
two ‘textra’’ freight trains on 
the Frisco Rallroad, about four 
miles west of Phillipsburg and 190 
miles from St. Louis. The engines were 
wrecked and several freight cars smashed to 
splinters. Engineer Houston and the fire- 
man of one of the freights were instantly 
killed and it is rumored that two 
other trainmen also lost their lives. 
Owing to the scene of the accident being sev- 
eral miles distant from a telegraph office 
only a meager account has been sent in 
so far, with no details. At 3 o’clock 
this afternoon, a wrecking train having been 
dispatched to the spot, it was wired to head- 
quarters that the track was clear, and traffic 
along the line was resumed. 


TWO TRAINS WRECKED. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 29.—Abogt 6 o’clock 
this morning freight train No. i, west- 
bound, on the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & 
Chicago Railroad, collided with second sec- 
tion No. 8, Chicago express, eastbound, at 
the west end of Kast Palestine siding, Both 
engines crashed together and were badly 
wrecked. Three freight cars were smashed 
to splinters. Several passengers were 
injured. Engineer Darby of Section No, 8, 
was badly cut about the face and head. 
Express Messenger Wise was hurt about his 
limbs. No. 7% had orders to remain on the 
siding until trains Nos. 2 and 8 had passed. 
The freight waited for No. 2 and first section 
of No. 8, but pulled out onto the main track 
just as the second section of No. § came in 
sight. On account of a heavy fog the latter 
train was running very slow, or a terrible 
accident would have been inevitable. The 
tracks were blocked for several hours. 


THE COLD SPRINGS CALAMITY. 

Coup Springs, L. I., Aug. . -The inquest 
in the case of the thirteen victims of the ex- 
cursion barge disaster which occurred at this 
place on the afternoon of Aug. 12, Was con- 
cluded last night. Thejury returned a ver- 
dict that the thirteen persons were killed by 
the falling of the rope of the barge and that 
the accident was due to the winds, the bad 
construction of the hurricane deck and the 
rotten condition of the masts. Coroner Rod- 
man said he did not know whether the county 
authorities would take any further action in 
the matter, and that if anything further is 
done it was the duty of the District Attorney 
of Suffolk County to do it. The company 
owning the barge will have to face many 
heavy suits for damages. 


THE BOSTON BRIDGE DISASTER. 

STATESVILLE, N. O., Aug. 29.—This is the 
third day after the Boston Bridge horror, and 
notwithstanding a cold, drizzling rain is fall 
ing and overcoats are in demand, the ex- 
citement has in no way abated. Up 
to alate hour last night crowds of citizens 
from this place, tourists and country people 
jostied each other anxious to see every littie 
detail of removing the debris. Relatives of 
the injurea were there wondering 
atthe miraculous escapes. Friendsof sup- 
posed passengers On the wrecked train were 
also there, eagerly watching every move, 
fearing that some beloved one would be the 
next unearthed. Theentire train will prove 
a total loss.

Comptroller Steven- 
son has shown them that this view 
of the matter is erroneous, and that their 
trade will be just as great in the new market 
es in the old. Moreover, he has assured 
them thatin the new market they will be 
given the preference over other applicants in 
distributing the stalls, and in this way the 
opposition of one after another of the vepa- 
ers has been changed into approval of the 
plan. The Comptroller says the city could get 
oo cash for the Union Market property 
es it stands. In fact, he has been offered 
that already. The location of the new 
market has not been selected. It will depend 
somewhat on the prices of property west of 
pixth street. . 

Jam a rm believer in a city market,’’ 


gaid the Comptroller. ‘‘Any housekeeper 


in the city will tell you how valuable 
public markets are to protect the people from 
the rapacity of tradesmen. in a market 
there is competition side by side. There 
have been great improvements in market 
houses since this one was built and I want 
to see @ modern one in the place of the old 
one.

for him by buying or leasing property and 
colonizing enough of its own tenants to 
outvote the remonstrants. In such a case, 
until the brewery abandons the fight for 
control of the block, its residents will 
clamor in vain for the enforcement of the 
laws. As in the case of the saloon-keeper 
who is permitted to retain his license for 
months in violation of law without paying 
for it, the brewery’s pull“ is stronger 
than the law. If the police arrest the un- 
licensed saloon-keeper, they labor in vain 
also, as the Mayor grants stay of execu- 
tion, and nothing more is heard about fine 
or punishment after the brewery succeeds 
or abandons the fight for the block. 

These are the plain facts about the official 
tolerance of unlicensed saloons. The open- 
ing of an illicit saloon with official con- 
nivance and assurance of official protec- 
tion is the brewery’s best means of dis- 
couraging and driving out opposition, and 
it is resorted to systematically and gener- 
ally with successin all parts of the city. 
The surest way of stopping this illicit 
saloon business is by electing city officials 
who will enforce the law.

BALMACEDA’S DEFEAT. 


Later advices confirm the report that a 
decisive victory has been won by the Chil- 
ian Congressional army over the Govern- 
ment forces. Valparaiso is in the hands 
of the insurgent leaders, and the power of 
BALMACEDA is utterly broken. He is sup- 
posed to have sought safety in ignominious 
flight. 

In the conflict of testimony as to the causes 
which led up to civil war in Chili it is dif- 
ficult to determine the merits of the con- 
troversy, but the weight of evidence is on 
the side of the Congressional party as 
being in the right and as representing the 
principles of free and just government. 
According to the best available evidence 
President BALMACEDA was convicted of 
unconstitutional acts an@ was impeached 
by the Chilian Congress. Instead of sub- 
mitting to the will of the peo- 
ple as expressed by their repre- 
sentatives, BALMACEDA defied the popular 
assemblage and assuming dictatorial powers 
used all the resources of the Executive De- 
partment to establish his own government. 
The exiling and execution of his opponents 
and the cruelties and persecutions prac- 
ticed by him in order to accomplish his 
ends have been matters of current news for 
months. 

The fact that the Congressional Junta 
was able to gain control of the navy, to 
organize an army of volunteers chiefly 
deserters from the regular army and to 
command the resources necessary to main- 
taim war and bring it to a successful issue, 
is proof of the popularity of its cause. In 
the first important battle of the Chilian 
summer season and the first critical move- 
ment of the land forces it crushed BAL- 
MACEDA’S power as if it had been an egg, 
and the victorious army was received by 
the populace with enthusiastic acclaim. 

The victory, therefore, may be regarded 
as a genuine triumph of the people in be- 
half of justice and liberty, A tyrant has 
been destroyed, but will another tyrant 
take his place? Civil war is such a horrid 
thing that it is impossible to tell what it 
may bring forth. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever, thatthe Congressional leaders will 
prove worthy of their victory and will as- 
sert in peace the principles of free govern- 
ment that they have defended in war.

WILL TEST THE LAW 


“Lord Harrington’s” Lady to Apply for 
a Writ of Habeas Corpus. 


THE HOTEL BEAT LAW CLAIMED TO BE 
UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Carrie Kingsley Secures the Services of 
an Attorney and Will Add to the Noto- 
riety She Has Already Obtained by 
Testing a Missouri Statute— The Belle 
of the Jail. 


A writ of habeas corpus proceeding is the 
latest development in the case of ‘‘Lady 
Harrington, or Mrs. Carrie Kingsley, now 
eastled in the City Jail, and she will igure as 
the star in a suit to test the law recently 
passed by the Legislature to protect hotel 
and boarding-house keepers. 

Charlies L. Rowland of the firm of Adams & 
Rowland was called upon yesterday by a 
gentleman whose name is not given, and he 
remarked that the arrest and detention of 
Mrs. Kingsley for not paying her bill of $177 
at the Southern Hotel was more 
of an imprisonment for debt than fraud. 
Under the State constitution no one can be 
imprisoned for debt and to become guilty of 
fraud a person must make false representa- 
tions. Remembering that the law protecting 
hotel and boarding-house Keepers was 
considered unconstitutional by many at 
the time m was . Mr. 
Rowland decided to make a test in this case 
and called on Mrs, Kingsley at the jail this 
morning. In a few words the lady told 
Mr. Rowland the circumstances, de- 
claring herself innocent of any 
crime or intention to defraud. She 
went to the hotel and engaged a room July 
$1. A week later she called on Mr. Living- 
ston, the hotel manager, and asked him 
how often he required bills tobe paid. He 
told her, so she claims, that it did not make 
much difference whether she paid 
every week, every two weeks or at the end of 
every month. She said she would pay every 
two weeks, and engaged another room ad- 
joining the one she already occupied, which 
she intended to use as a studio. She 
saysshe remarked to Mr. Livingston that 
she would try to pay her bills every two 
weeks and would probably remain ia the 
hotel six months. 

SECURED AN ATTORNEY. 

She left her rooms at the Southern before the 
end of the month and went to the Lindell with 
Lord Harrington. The month which she 
maintains Manager Livingston was to allow 
herin which to pay her bill had not expired 
when she was arrested on a warrant 
charging her with fraud, She 
had no sooner told her story 
then she requested Mr. Rowland to take her 
case and secure her release from jall on a 
writ of habeas corpus, when her former gen 
tlemen friends remained inthe dark and re- 
fused to come forward with security or 
bonds. Mr. Rowland acquiesced, and retired 
to his office at once to prepare the necessary 
papers. 

Lady Harrington ts the belle of the jail and 
the object of 150 pairs of admiring mate eyes. 
Her appearance behind the bars created a 
furore inthe select society confined there, 
and the eight or ten colored women prisoners 
have already paid their social ob 
gations by calling upon the lady 
and wishing der a speedy release. 
Mrs. Kingsley returned the compliments but 
refused to become the center of a ‘‘hen 
party’’ on the upper gallery though pressed 
todo so. The attentions she has received 
from the female prisoners and the kind- 
ness of the guards to their pretty 
and interesting charge has lightened 
the worry of her imprisonment. She was 
very cheerful towards her newspaper callers 
this morning, and though again requested to 
tell something of her adventurous career for 
the past four years, she pos- 
itively refused to do 60. Her faith 
in Lord Harry, as she calls him, is still 
firm and his failure to telegraph or remit 
enough money to pay her Dill and get her out 
of jail, she explains, is because he did not 
promise to remit at once, but 
in two or three days. She will not 
believe he is a ‘‘snake doctor,’’ or ‘‘patent- 
medicine man, as the police call him, gut 
insists that he is at least an Englishman with 
lots of money, if not a real lord. 

THE CABMAN’S CALL. 

‘One of her callers this morning was her 
friend and admirer Ed Oollins, the cab man, 
whose pleasant duty it was for two weeks, 
while Mrs. Kingsley was boarding at the 
Southern,to drive her about town ina Victoria 
morning and evening. Collins has a good 
opinion of the lady, as she was lavish with 
her funds and bestowed many favors upon 
him, especially on his birthday. when she 
gave him $5 as she stepped from his carriage 
into the Four Courts to become a prisoner. 
She held a long and earnest conversation 
with Collins at the screen, during which she 
instructed him to call upon the St. Louis 
merchant on Third street, With whom she 
had been on familiar terms, and tell him 
that she was in trouble and needed 
his assistance. Collins promised to do 
so as soon as he was released from 
duty at the Southern Hotel about 1 o’clock. 
Mrs. Kingsley refused to give the name 
of this merchant, but said she would if he 
did not attempt to secure her release by 
giving bond for her appearance when she 
was needed. She said she did not 
consider an action of this Kind blackmail. 
The gentleman, a prominent man, so she 
claims, professed undying friendship for her 
while she was at the Southern Hotel, where 
she first met him, and she now presumed to 
take advantage of this friendship, as it would 
cost the gentleman nothing. 

‘*LORD HARRY’’ HAS SKIPPED. 

As to the reported presence of ‘‘Lord 
Harry’’ in the city, Mrs. Kingsley says she 
does not believe the rumor. Collins, her 
driver, told her this morning he drove the 
Lord to the depot alone Thursday night 
and saw one of the errand boys 
carry his valises and Dundles to a Kansas 
City train. The boy followed the Lord into 
the car, and that is the last he saw of him. 
Collins said he would find the boy to-day, 
and learn if Lord Harfy wont away on the 
train or left it before it pulled out.

IS GORDON ALIVE? 


The Statement Made That the English 
Hero Is a- Captive. 
AN EXPEDITION TO DETERMINE THE 
FACT STARTS FOR KHARTOUM.

The Story Told by French Priests at 

Caire—Two Men Sail From New York 

tor Egpyt—They Will Traverse the Mile 

Region and Enter Khartoum~—The 
Route Selected. 


New York, Aug. 29.—Messrs. J. J. Coyle | 


and P. C. Johnson will sail to-day on the 
Servia, starting ona journey to the River 
Nile, Mr. Coyle is familiar with the region, 
having served several years in the British 
army in Egypt. He said yesterday: When 
1 was in Cairo I bad interviews with three 
French nuns and four priests, who expressed 
belief that Gen. Gordon isstillalive. Upon 
their statements, which were consistently 
linked together and obtained from sources 
which, for prudential reasons, I am net at 


liberty to reveal, I believe that Gen. Gordon | 


is not dead, but held asacaptive. My ob- 
jective point and the object of this journey is 
to ascertain whether he is dead or alive. I, 
being familiar with the native tongue and 
customs, will disguise myself as a native and 
enter Khartoum or lose my head inthe at- 
tempt. 

It is my intention also to make the trip 
Mrs. Sheldon proposed and by a far more dit. 
ficult route. This trip has never been made 
and I am ambitious to make it. Mr. Johnson 
and myself will note the missionary work, 
trading and other interests and will conceal 
nothing. We will employ our own means for 


the journey.’’ 

Mr. Coyle is an intelligent, athletic young 
Irishman about 3 years old. He is full of de- 
termination and spirit and some interesting 
discoveries may result from his journey. 


The rumor that the famous Gen. Gordon 
was not killed at the g of Khartoum, 
but has since that event been held a pris- 
oner by the dervishes, has long n - 
lent in England, but has never receiv any 

neral credence. So romantic has Gordon’s 

— been, however, that it would not be 
surprising if it were found that he had not 
fallen before Arab bullets, when Khartoum 
was taken. Charles George Gordon was 
born on January 28, 1833, and at an early age 
— — the British army with the rank of 


gn. 

He served with distinction during the On- 
mean war, and attracted the attention of his 
superiors by the enterprise and reckless dar- 
ing that characterized him through life. He 
Was not engaged in the suppression of the 
Sepoy mutiny, but took part in the expedli- 
tion against Pekin, entering the country as 
an enemy to the vernment to which he 
afterwards rende such signal service. He 
remained in China after the cessation of hos- 
tilities, and developed a r ability to 
influence the people of that kingdom. 

In 1861,the great Tai-Pinj rebellion broke 
out, town after town was taken by the insur- 
gents, and the Government Was on the point 
of being overthrown, when an adventurous 
American sea captain, by the name of Ward, 
organized a fore batallion and ina short 
time overthrew the rebels all along the line. 
Ward, however, was hated by the Chinese, 
the predatory habits of his foreign devils’ 
— as oppressive to friends as 
to foes, and when the rebellion was 
checked, he was murdered, presumably 
with the connivance of the Imperial govern- 
ment. With his disappearance from the 
scene the rebellion rose stronger than ever, 
and the government was again compelled to 
eek a foreign officer to lead their armies. 

e choice fell upon Gordon. Rejecting the 
assistance of Ward’s foreign free ters he 
organized a Chinese force, and led it against 
the Tai-Pings. By the most reckless ex- 
posure of his own person he inspired his 
troops with courage, and in 1863 and 1864 
completely suppressed the rebellion. 115 
force receive the title of the 
ever victorious army, and he himself the 
cognomen of Chinese Gordon. At the 
close of the war, with the disinterestedness 
characteristic of him, Gordon refused to ac- 
cept the wealth offered him the Chinese 
government, and returned to England a poor 


man, 
While in his native count he id great 
attention to the condition of the okor boys at 
and established a number of mission 
schools. In 1874 he entered the service of the 
Khedive of E pt being made Governor of 
the Soudan, wit headquarters at Khartoum. 
In this capacity he set about suppressing the 
slave trade, and his name became one of ter- 
ror to the man-stealing Arabs ofthe equato- 
rial provinces. Before his resignation in 
1877 he had reduced the turbulent tribes to 
subjection and nearly stopped the slave 
trade.

Now this is 
changed. The vessels engaged in the cat- 
tle carrying Dusiness, at least most of them, 
have beep altered in a manner that immense- 
ly decreases the hardships of the passage. In 
many deep draught steamers an extra deck 
nas been placed and the sides are thickly 
studded with dead-lights, which In calm 
weather can be used as ventilators. Above 
the deck planks are laid on stanchions which 
can be removed if necessary and allow of the 
decks being thoroughly washed without com- 
pelling the stoek to stand in wet straw. The 
des load system has been definitely aban- 
doned, and all cattle are carried between 
cks. On each deck is a series of stalls, the 
8 1des of which are padded. This prevents 
bruises, and also avoids the danger of having 
the cattle bustled to the bow or stern when 
there tis a head sea. None are fastened with 
their heads to the sides of the vessel, so that 
there will be no more broken bones, 
a thing that in former days was very com- 
mon. With all these improvements the 
carrying capacity of the vessel is reduced less 
than 15 percent. What the English think of 
the prospects of the trans-Atlantic cattie 
trade is proved by the number of vessels that 
are being altered to sult its requirements. 


ENGLAND’S WHEAT ACREAGE. 

„There is one feature in the foreign de- 
mand for American wheat which is plain 
enough in England, but which has received 
very inadequate attention in this country, 
said Herbert Latimer, a grain dealer of Liv- 
erpool, Who is at the Lindell. ‘‘In making 
estimates of the yield of England little or no 
attention has been paid to the great decrease 
in the Wheat acreage. The yield to the acre 
and the number of acres formerly planted in 
whet have been taken as a basis, with 
the result that the crop of Engiand 
has been very considerably over- estimated. 
In this fact is to be found the explanation of 
avery considerable portion of the unex- 
pectedly large foreign demand. With the ex- 
ception of a few very favorably situated 
localities, wheat farming in England no 
longer pays, owing tothe American competi- 
tion. Our tenant farmers are exceedingly 
conservative and have been very unwilling 
to give up raising wheat, They were inclined 
to think that Lf rents were lowered they could 
continue in business, and pressure was 
brought on the landlords, and with success, 


toobtain this. Now, however, it ts evident 
that even with no rent at all 
wheat would not be a profitable crop, and 
thousands of farmers have given it up, sub- 
stituting market gardening. This has been 
attended with great benefit, both to the 
farmerand the general public. Vegetables 


are cheaper thanthey ever were before, and 
at the same time the farmers are making 
more money. From all that Ican learn, and 
my business lies in that direction, the wheat 
acreage of England has permanently de- 
creased, and the steady demand for Ameri- 
can grain has been proportionately added 
to. 


TRADE WITH THE SOUTHWEST. 

The fall trade promises to be by far the 
largest on record, said a wholesaler deal- 
ing with the Southwest, ‘‘and the merchants 
of St. Louis when they balance their books 
for the year will und a very gratifying dal 
anceonthe credit side. The fact that the 
merchants of this city have about driven 
New York and Chicago competition out of 
their territory is a potent factor, but by no 
means the most important. The increase in 
trade is to found in the 
rapidly growing prosperity of the 
country tributary to St. Louls and the conse- 
quent demand not only for more gools but 
also fora better quality than has been the 
rule in years past. Noone who has supplied 
the Southwest can have failed to have noticed 
this. In the demand for goods of a poor 
grade there has not only been no increase 
butan actual decrease. But the call for ex- 
pensive fabrics has more than doubled with- 


in a year. Another encouraging feature 
is the almost total absence of 
failures to meet payments and the 
general request for a discount for 


cash. The trade has set in froma month 
to six weeks earlierthan usual, asis shown 
by the reports of the drummers onthe road. 
The reason for this is that in Texas, Kansas, 
Arkansas and Northern Louisiana there is 
this year a demand for fall goods; whereas 
formerly there was no transition between 
summer and winter. What the winter trade 
m amount to cannot be told, but all indica 
Sons are that it will be unprece dentedly 
heavy. In fact St. Louis merchants never 
had such excellent prospects as they have at 
the present time. 0
